TOKIO, May 6.—The proposed pa- 
rade of Chinese associations in Japan 
before the foreign office here as a pro- 
test against the alleged discrimina 
against Chinese immigration was pre- 
vented by the Chinese minister here, 
who strongly opposed the action.

An Old Southern Cook Book. 


C.—{Speeial Cor- 
respondence.J—After having no ‘stic- 


cess at all, comparatively, in Savan- 
nah, Ga., in discovering old timers who 
could give ine first hand information 
about southern cookery in the glorious 
old days, I jumped right into good for- 
tune here, guided by some strange in- 
stinct or other, as I went out to pry 
about, the first morning I was here.

EORIA, II., May 5,—[{Spcial.Jj— 

Central Illinois farmers have had 
things humming in the fields dur- 
ing the last few days. With a 
favorable crop outlook, they see a good 
chance of coming out of the mire and 
back on the hard surfaced 
road again. ; 
While the season is late here iu the 
heart of the live stock feeding section 
of the corn belt, the farmers predict a 
big crop year. Some of them who 
bought high priced land during the 
boom, are optimistic enough to believe 
that they will be able to avoid the 
tough time they have had ying in- 
terest and taxes. 

> 


All the talk about low wheat prices, 
high production costs, and the neces- 
sity for a reduction in acreage stimu- 
lated a new interest in growing this 
crop in many of the central counties. 
Instead of reducing the acreage of 
the winter wheat crop last fall, farm- 
ers down here say that they figured it 
would be a good time to plant more, 
and that is just what they did. As a 
result there is at least a normal num- 
ber of acres or more of winter wheat 
here this season, 

In some places the wheat was severe- 
ly damaged during the winter, but in 
general, the crop has come through 
with ascomparatively slight loss. Only 
a few fields will be plowed up and put 
in corn. 

' _ 

Little corn has been planted from 
St. Louis north. Thousands of-acres 
of ground have been plowed around 
Springfield, Peoria, Greenview, Mason 
City, Chillicothe, Henry, Princeton, 
Geneseo and Moline during the last 
week. Corn planting will be started 
in the central section the last of this 
week if the weather is favorable. 
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CENTRAL ILLINOIS FARMERS PREDICT BIG CROP YEAR. 


While the farmers are late with their 
plowing they still have a chance to get 
their crops in on schedule time, for 
they do not usually begin planting corn 
until the second week in May this far 
north. 

Seeding of cats was a little late this 
spring, much of this crop. being sown 
the Ist of April, but rains have brought 
things through in fine shape. 

Dozens of farmers down here are 
planning to introduce soy beans into 
their crop rotation system this year. 
Around Bath and Manitou, alfalfa is 
being extensively grown on sandy soil. 


_ 

In Menard and Mason counties, 
where cattle and hogs are fed by the 
thousands, farmers are sticking to 
clover as a soll builder. They claim 
they are able to keep their soil at 
a fairly high standard of fertility by 
growing clover and feeding the hay 
along with corn to their cattle, and 
“then hauling all of the manure out to 
the fields. 

A scarcity of good work horses is 
predicted for Menard and other nearby 
counties of central [Uinois by Frank 
Marbold, who runs a 3,000 acre farm, 
and feeds about 300 head of cattle for 
the market every year. “We have 
about the usual number of horses in 
this section; but they are getting old 
and will soon have to be replaced.” he 
said.

of drafters_in this part of the state.
